SCHOOLS AND CRIME. 


The America n public school system— pride of the na tion 
1or ma ny yea rs— is rea lly a grea t recruiting ground for our 
stea dily increa sing a rmy ot crimina ls, a ccording to a n a r­ 
ticle in the Februa ry North America n Review b \ Justice 
Sa muel I). Levy of the New \ ork ( ity ( hildren’s Court, 
Justice Levy expla ins it thus: 
Fully 2.000,000 children in 
our public schools, a tenth of the tota l 
en rollmen t are be­ 
low norma l menta lly. 
Given specia l a ttention, nea rly a ll of 
these could be developed into useful 
citizen s. Hut since tin* 
ordina ry school ma kes little provision 
for them, the* 
fa ll 
behind in their cla ss work, a re dubbed "dummy” by* their 
school fellows, a nd ra pidly develop a nti-socia l a ttitudes tha t 
la ter lea d ma ny of them into crimina l pursuits. 
ri he remedy, a s he sees it, is the esta blishment of ungra d­ 
ed schools in which such children could be educa ted with­ 
out being ma de to feel inferior. 
The cost, he a dmits, would 
be grea t, but he believes the sa vings in the crime bill would 
more tha n counterba la nce it. 
His suggestion is worth ea rnest considera tion. 
The Na ­ 
tiona l Educa tiona l Associa tion might well give it some studv.
